Whilst  this  manuscript  is  probably  not  in  the  handivriting 
of  the  author,  it  is,  nevertheless,  the  manuscript  he  prepared 
for  the  second  edition  of  his  pamphlet,  "Common  Sense," 
which  inspired  the  American  public  with  confidence  in  the 
Continental  Congress  and  was  a  prime  factor  in  securing 
our  independence.  It  is  really  one  of  the  most  important 
and  interesting  mementoes  of  the  great  statesman  to  be  had, 
as  it  is  doubtful  whether  the  manuscript  used  for  the  first 
edition  is  in  e.vistence. 

This  manuscript  was  given  by  Paine  to  his  friend,  Samuel 
Clay  Harvey,  of  Lodge  Hill,  Coivley,  County  Kent,  who 
was  a  zvell-known  political  writer  of  the  time  and  a  reputed 
author  of  the  Letters  of  Junius.  It  has  ever  since  been  in 
the  possession  of  his  descendants.  It  was  this  Mr.  Harvey 
who  rightfully  foretold,  in  his  letter  to  King  George  III,  of 
June  2^,  177 1,  the  result  of  a  war  with  America,  and  of 
zvhom  the  great  Burke  said  that  he  was  "Well  fitted  to  direct 
the  nation."  This  manuscript  supplies  all  the  zvords  left 
blank  in  the  printed  copies  of  the  pamphlet.
